Even before the plant went into operation the 
Department of Atomic Energy had already decided to 
increase its capacity to several times that originally 
planned , and work on the extension of the plant was 
immediately taken in hand . The extension has now 
been completed and the plant is going into its full 
increased production , 

The plant will produce a few hundred tons of 
thorium and a few tons of uranium per annum , which 
is equivalent in fuel value to roughly a thousand 
million tons of coal. This is some thirty times the 
present annual production of coal in India , 

The plant has been erected entirely by Indian 
engineers in charge of Mr. H , N , Sethna. A large 
portion of the equipment installed is made in India .
